Hess, the Fuchrer's deputy, delivered

Herr Hess went on to compare 
Britain and Ireland ond Germany 
und Czecho-Slovakia, and said that 
Germany felt herself more secure 
since Czecho-Slovnakia had become a 
protectorate. 

Referring to the alleged encircle- 
ment policy, Herr Hess sald it would 
never succeed in bringing: Germany 
and her ally Italy into subjection, 

Dealing with the new German 
fortifications, he described them ns 
the greatest the world 
known and seen, and he added that 
no cnemy could get through them. 

This armoured frontier, he said, 
was a broad zone of defence, sown 
thickly with an ingenlous cluster of 
indestructible individual forts.

For Six Months

For the first time in the past quar- 
ter-century since the World War, 
Japan’s forelgn trade during the frst 
half of the year has ended Ina 
favourable balance thls year, accord- 
ing to the Finance Ministry. 


The excess of exports over imports 
during the first six months has 
amounted ‘to Yen 25,000,000, as com- 
pared’ with on excess of imports over 
exports valued at Yen 195,000,000 
for the same period of 1938. 

Imports from January to June 
totulled Yen 1,590,211,000, an increase 
of seven per cent or Yen 107,000,000 
over the corresponding period of last 
year, while exports in the past six 
months ogeregated Yen 1,615,526,- 
000, an increase of 25 per cent or Yen 
32,800,000- over the same period of 
last year, . 

Japan's exports to, third countries 
have been Increasing steadily since 
January, the figures for the different 
months being Yen 91,080,000 in 
January, Yen 105,010,000 for Febru- 
ary, Yen 130,670,000 for March, Yen 
113;575,000 for April, and Yen 147,- 
067,000 for May, 

Imports from the “Yen Bloc” coun- 
tries from Junuary to May totalled 
Yen 287,000,000 and exports to them

Outlining the case, Mr. Eldon 
Potter sald, that. the Chiang Keo 
Steam Navigation Co.*Ltd. was in- 
corporsted with limited liability 
under the lawg of the Republic of 
China on April 1,.1820, and at all 
materlal thmes hod a branch office in 
this Colony. : 

“The Company ore the owners ‘of 
twenty steamships, of which six are 
now and have been for about eighteen 
months lying In the waters of ° this 
Colony,” Mr, Potter proceeded. 

“The Compnny has, since the year 
1020, hud ao plnce of business In this 
Colony, and latterly at 156 Wing Lok 
Street, and was carrying on business 
at that address up to the middie of 
January th's year, 

“Since the outbreals of hostilities in 
1937, the business of the company. in 
Hongkong has practically ceased. and 
the six steamships referred to have 
remuined in the waters of this Colony. 

“Sinee the middle of January this 
year the officcrs .of the company 
formerly in chargo of the business in 
Hongkong have ceased to control the 
alfulrs of the company, nor have they 
attended at the Jflices of the Company 
or opened any other place of business 
in Hongkong, i
